OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 




Your RadioShack 20-Second Digital Recording Pen combines a high 
quality ballpoint pen with a recorder that uses the latest 1C (memory) 
recording technology to record important messages (to two separate 
storage banks) without tape or moving parts. 

USING THE PEN 


Record/Playback- 

Button 



Twist the pen’s lower section counterclockwise or clockwise to use the 
pen, as you would any other fountain pen. 


CHANGING THE PEN’S INK CARTRIDGE 


Use a standard ballpoint refill (RSU 12250205) 



Battery Holder 


Lower Section 



Cartridge Cap 


1 . Pull off the pen’s upper section. 

2. If the cartridge cap is extended, skip to Step 3. 


RECORDING 


If the cartridge cap is not extended, twist the pen’s lower section 
clockwise until the cap is extended. 


You can store up to two messages, one per storage bank, CH1 or CH2. 
CHI stores a 20-second message. CH2 stores a 10-second message. 

1 . Slide CH1/CH2 to the desired storage bank. 

2. Slide PLAY/REC. to REC. 

3. Hold down the record/playback button on the clip. The record indi- 
cator lights. 

4. Hold the pen about 3 inches away and speak in a clear voice into 

MIC. 

In CHI, the pen stops recording after 20 seconds. 

In CH2, the pen stops recording after 10 seconds. 

5. Release the button to stop recording. 

To replace the stored message, repeat Steps 1-5. 

Notes: 

• Slide PLAY/REC. back to PLAY each time you complete recording 
so you do not accidentally record over the original message the 
next time you record. 

• If you have a message in CH1 and you record a message to CH2 
later, the message in CH2 replaces the last 10 seconds of the 
message in CHI. 


3. Twist the cartridge cap counterclockwise and lift it out to remove it. 

4. Insert the new ink cartridge into the pen’s lower section and twist 
the cartridge clockwise to secure it. 

5. Reinsert the pen’s lower section into the upper section. 

CARE 

To enjoy your RadioShack 20-Second Digital Recording Pen for a long 
time: 

• Keep the pen dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the pen only in normal temperature environments. 

• Handle the pen gently and carefully. Do not drop it. 

• Keep the pen away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the pen with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the pen’s internal components can cause 
a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty. If your pen is not per- 
forming as it should, take it to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance. 

REPLACING BATTERIES 


PLAYING MESSAGES 

1 . Slide CH1/CH2 to the desired channel. 

2. Slide PLAY/REC. to PLAY, then press the record/playback button 
on the clip to play the message. 


Your pen comes with a four 357A button-cell batteries installed for 
power. When the sound becomes weak or distorted or the pen stops 
operating properly, replace the batteries. For the best performance 
and longest life, we recommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 
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Warnings: 

• Keep button-cell batteries away from children. Swallowing a 
button-cell battery can be fatal. 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recommended 
type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or rechargeable), or rechargeable batteries of 
different capacities. 

Follow these steps to replace the batteries. 

1 . Pull off the pen’s upper section and remove the spring. 

2. Gently shake the pen’s upper section so the plastic battery holder 
slides out, then remove the batteries from the holder. 

3. Insert four new batteries into the holder as indicated by the polar- 
ity symbols (+ and -) marked on the holder. 


4. Reinsert the holder into the pen, negative side first, then replace 
in the spring. 

5. Reinsert the pen’s lower section into the upper section. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the pen for a month or longer, re- 
move the batteries. Batteries can leak chemicals that can destroy elec- 
tronic parts.
